Skim-Milk Cheese 


"Owing to the scarcity of food and 


the high price that our people »rc now 
compelled to pay for it, it is .incumbent 
upon us to conaerve all products that 
are fit for human consumption. 
Sev- 


eral years ago a law was passed in 
this state which forbids the manufac- 
ture of cheese from skimmed milk, ex- 
cept in a form that in practice was 
found impossible. 
It was in one re- 


spuot a wise provision because it'pro- 
hibited the sale of an inferior article 
for full cream cheese, which was a 
fraud on the public -and at the same 
time an injury to the 'reputation of our 
Wisconsin product in the markets of 
the country. As a result of that sta- 
tute millions 
of gallons of skimmed 


milk arc daily fed to the calves and 
the swine on our'farms,'that could be 
and should be converted into human 
food, particularly now. 


"I recommend that you pnsa an act 


which will authorize the manufactur- 
of skim-milk cheese in this state in 
such forms and shapes us will make if- 
impossible to sell it ns n substitute 
or ,in imitation of full cream1 cheese. 
Many varieties of skim-milk cheese are 
made in this state now in a small way, 
but in violation of our law. The stut- 
ute should be so amended as to pcrmil 
this. 


"A law authorizing^thc manufacture 


of skim-milk cheese under proper re- 
striction has the 
further advantage 


that it enables tlic butter-maker to 
use this 'by-product and realize a con- 
siderable -sum of money from it. 
This 


will, to some extent, at least, enable 
him to meet the prices that arc being 
paid for milk for other uses. We must 
not discourage butter production.
